US© "102(b) Idas being 
unpatentable over Hay et al (5,632,282). Here, the '282 : paiterit discloses 
algorithms that locate the eyes and isolate a retinal reflex. Certain disease 
processes are indicated as being present based on position of light intensity 
values of pixels registering the retinal reflection (Figs. 12a, 12b, Cols;: 17 - 20). 
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
